tougher 


Becoming a fireman is a lot 


harder now than it was when Mr. 
John Russell started his training. 


Yet it’s more popular than ever before. 

Mr. Russell is station officer at Altona fire 
station. 

He says the Leaving certificate is now a 
minimum requirement and even university 
students apply for jobs. 

Many of them get- knocked back—there 
just_aren’t enough vacancies, 

“Firefighting is becoming more and more 
scientific,” Mr. Russell said, showing the 
contents of the fire truck which had various 
chemicals used in putting. out oil fires. 

He said the main causes of domestic fires 
were people smoking in bed, electric blan- 
kets and oil heaters. 

Fires ‘wouldn’t be so dangerous if people 
kept their premises tidy,” he said. 

““A lot of houses took neat from the out- 
side: but. they’re shambles inside.” 

- One of the worst fires Mr. Russell has ever 
attended was at Newmarket woolstores 
Industrial complexes in the area have hid- 
den dangérs. 

“There was a chap cleaning a tank at an 
Altona oil company. It had a residue of toxic 
gas and when he went down too far, it hit 
him,” he said. 

“Our senior officer, Mr, G. O'Connor gave 
him external.heart massage after he got him 
out and gave him oxygen.” -:--- 

Mr. Russell, who -has been ‘a fireman. for 
12 years, was apprehénsive when he first 
started training. 

“I didn’t like the idea of jumping out of 
windows into sheets,” he said, “but now 1 
wouldn’t swap this job for anything.” 

The station has an alarm board with direct 
lines to other stations. Within 25-30 seconds 
after receiving an alarm, the firemen are on 
the road. ~ 
For relaxation Mr. Russell likes to spend 
as much times with his family as he can. 

His children — Simone 6, Jason 4, and 
Craig 2 —- love coming down to the-station. 

Protective clothing for firemen is - surpris- 
ingly light. 

They wear. a woollen jacket, which is spe- 
cially -dry-cleaned with non-inflammable 
materials, ordinary trousers, leather shoes 
with. industrial soles, a helmet—and courage.
